Sarah L. Rhodes, principal, P. S. No. 
28, Brooklyn, N. Y.; Geo. D. Shep- 
ardson, professor of electrical en- 
gineering, University of Minnesota; 
George R. Anderson, professor of il- 
luminating engineering, University 
of Toronto, and M, H. Aylesworth, 
executive manager of the National 
Electric Light Association, repre- 
senting Franklin T. Griffith, presi- 
dent of that association, who was 
unable to be present.

Mr. Young’s 
remarks at this dinner, giving credit to all those who 
helped in the remarkable work of drawing up the Dawes 
plan, except himself are typical of the board-minded 
American spirit which evolved a plan so fair to all na- 
tions that it was impossible for any country to reject it.
